1,000Babies 
Claimed Sold 
For Million 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 12— 
U.P)—Tennessee officers said 
Tuesday foster parents from out 
of the State have paid $1,000,000 
at black market rates to adopt 
foundlings through a Memphis 
agency. 

Gov. Gordon Browning ordered 
an inquiry into operations, alleg- 
ediy involving 1,000 babies in re- 
cent years. He pledged to use 
“whatever means I can to make 
those guilty account for their ac- 
tions.” 

“To me,” the Governor said at 
Nashville, “there is no more re- 
volting thing than to have it estab- 
lished that there if a traffic in 
babies where they are sold for a 
price.” 

All the alleged trafficking in 
children was laid at the door of 
the State-supported Memphis 
branch of the Tennessee Chil- 
dren's Home Society. 

State Welfare Commissioner J. 
©. McMahan, ordered to head the 
investigation, said evidence indi- 
cated 90 percent of all babies 
placed for adoption by the Mem- 
phis home have been “exported 
to New York and California.” 

Some, he said, wind up as the 
wards of Hollywood or Broadway 
celebrities. 

The head of the Memphis home 
is one of the better-known chil- 
dren's welfare workers in the na- 
tion—Miss Georgia Tann, 58. She 
was reported critically ill at her 
home here and unable to comment 
on charges. 

The society, which has a direc- 
torate of civil leaders, cares for 
illegitimate and abandoned babies 
up to several years old. The 
Memphis office places 150 to 250 
tots a year.

The Outlook 


Is Better in Korea 


All of us hope Gen. Walton Walker 
was right when he announced yesterday 
that the worst of the Korean War was over. 


It ought to be noted carefully the Gen- 
eral made it plain the Communists still 
are in position to attack. That they will 
do so many times before the tide really 
turns is a certainty. 

Battle reports yesterday were encour- 
aging indeed. The Communists were re- 
treating on a 50-mile front. United Nations 
troops, gathering enthusiasm with each 
new push, were making gains in all sec- 
tors, It was almost, but not quite, true 
that the Communists at last were on the 
run. 


There may be other reverses yet but 
the inevitable push northward to the thir- 
ty-eighth parallel and beyond probably 
will be getting under way soon. 

That will be a time for Russia's de- 
cision. 

The question is whether the Soviets 
will stand by and allow the Communist 
Koreans to be driven back to, and beyond, 
the thirty-eighth parallel. Or will Mos- 
cow order the Chinese Communists to in- 
tervene? 

Nobody can say what course Moscow 
will choose. But despite that uncertainty 
the picture is a great deal brighter. We 
shall have to cross over other bridges as 
we come to them.

One of the Great 
Men of Our Time 


South Africa's Jan Christian Smuts 
was one of the great men of our time. 

He helped draw up the constitution of 
the Union of South Africa. He published 
a plan for a League of Nations in 1918 and, 
after World War II, he assisted in forming 
the United Nations, authoring the pre- 
amble to the UN Charter. 

In his own country Gen. Smuts was 
a highly controversial figure. He twice 
served as Prime Minister, being defeated 
in 1948 after his second term by the Na- 
tionalist Party chiefly on the issue of race 
segregation, which Gen. Smuts opposed. 
His last political defeat was on Aug. 30 
when the Nationalists won a sweeping 
victory which greatly upset the aging war- 
rior and may have contributed tp the re- 
lapse which brought about his death. 

In the Boer War Gen. Smuts became 
a cavalry officer against the British. Be- 
fore the war had ended he was named

Gen. Smuts was a great statesman 
whose words commanded respect and at- 
tention all over the world. Along with 
Winston Churchill—whom he once took 

risoner in the Boer War only to become 
ater his firmest friend—Gen. Smuts will go 
down in history as one who shaped the 
course of human events. Always he was 
on the side of freedom and dignity of the 
individual. Those who opposed and abused 
him are not even known outside their own 
country. They never will be.

Out of Politics 
If Only Briefly 


I am giad to see the State Board of Education 
has reconsidered—I started to say regurgitated— 
and, ostensibly at any rate, turned the operation 

of Georgia's Academy for the Blind back over to State School Su- 
perintendent M. D. Collins and nonpolitical management. 


Tt was an action long overdue and one which probably 
would have been taken in the spring but for the fact that the 
primary was in the offing. Wise men admit their mistakes; 
politicians never in an election year. 


Slated to head. the Blind Academy under the latest shakeup is 
F. G. Nelms, of Decatur. Of Mr. Nelms I know nothing except 
that news reports say he has been a schoot teacher for 21 years 
and, for the past five, counsel for the blind in the State Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation. That is good. I remember one head 
of the institution whose sole qualification was, according to the 
Governor who appointed him, “He loves children.” 


Of Mr. Netms, if he takes the job, I also know this: He 
is a courageous man, unafraid to live dangerously. 


To accept the helm of virtually any State institution, with the 
possible exception of those under the direction of the Board of 
Regents, a man must be willing to put service above security. 
For State officeholders, like the current price of pork chops, are 
subject to change without notice. 


The latest Superintendent of the State Blind Academy, 
for exampie, lasted a little over a year. This is about par 
for the course. 


Incidentally, if the State Board of Education had wanted really 
to do the right thing, it would have offered the job to John Hern- 
don, the Superintendent it ousted when it began its latest venture 
in factional fiddling with the Blind School. I doubt that Herndon 
would have taken it again, he having already given up one good 
job the last time the Board decided to take the school out of poli- 
tics. But it would have been a reassuring gesture to the taxpayers. 


As it is, one can only hope that things are indeed what 
they seem and that this Board and Governor, at any rate, 
have learned their lesson and will refrain from political med- 
dling with the Blind Academy and our other educational in- 
stitutions. 


But, looking at the recurring patterns of our political history, 
one can't hope much. 
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Dewey’s Decision 


Forces New Look 


WASHINGTON — Gov. Thomas E. Dewey's 
decision to run for a third term in New York 
forces a new appraisal of the Republican Presi- 

dential outlook for 1952. It introduces a new set of factors which 
may have an important bearing on other candidates for the GOP 
nomination. 

Whether or not Dewey himself is again a candidate for the nomi- 
nation, if re-elected to the Governorship of the most populous State 
in the Union—and the chances are that he will be—he will be bound 
to wield a tremendous influence in the next Republican national 
convention. As a starter, he would have at his command the pow- 
erful block of New York delegates, upwards of 100 strong, and this 
would be augmented by others from some of the smaller Eastern 
States which come within the Dewey orbit of influence. 


Liberal In the schism between conservatives and liberals that 

long has existed in GOP ranks, Dewey has been identi- 
fied more with the liberal wing. By contrast with Sen. Robert A. 
Taft, of Ohio, and Sen. Kenneth Wherry, of Nebraska, the two 
titular heads of the party in the Senate, he has been far more on 
the liberal side, including foreign policy. 

Sen. Taft has loomed as the man the others will have to beat for 
the nomination in 1952 ever since the New York Governor, follow- 
ing his defeat by President Truman in 1948, announced he had no 
further Presidential ambitions. This has been on the assumption 
that Taft would be able to win re-election in Ohio in November. 
Dewey's announcement had been construed as marking his retire- 
ment from active participation in politics, leaving the field open to 
Taft, his old rival in past Republican national conventions. 

But the effect of his decision to run for a third term as Gov- 
ernor has put him very much back in the picture, if not as an active 
candidate for the nomination again, then as an important factor in 
the selection of a nominee. None of this is encouraging to the Taft 
prospects. 

On the other hand, it is possible to see where the chances of 
Gov. Earl Warren, of California, have been given a considerable 
boost by the New York developments. If Dewey himself is not a 
candidate next time and the fight over the nomination should be 
between Taft and Warren, as it now looks, the Californian probably 
would be the beneficiary of the New York Governor’s support. 
Both are regarded as liberals of a sort, and Warren, of course, was 
Dewey’s running mate in the 1948 campaign. 

Here of late Dewey has been talking about Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower as his choice for the GOP nomination in 1952, but much 
remains to be clarified about the General's position before he can 
be regarded as a candidate. 


: Looking at events this far ahead, one 
One Thing Sure thing seems to be certain and that is that 
Dewey will hardly be found in the Taft camp when the next con- 
vention rolls around. 

Regardless of how sincere he may have been in his renuncia- 
tion of two years ago, a lot of people believe that Dewey’s decision 
to seek the Governorship again means that he will be ready to battle 
for the Presidential honors again if conditions appear to be fa- 
vorable. At the time he announced his retirement things were 
looking pretty bad for the Republicans. President Truman’s upset 
victory had left ti:em a sad and hopeless lot. But the Korean war 
situation has brought a resurgence of GOP hopes. Dewey may well 
féel that if the tide is turning for his party he has as much right 
as anyone to take another fling at the Presidency. Come what may, 
if re-elected this Fall, he will be a force to be reckoned with by 
the other candidates. 

As for his chances to be elected to a third term, that would seem 
to be pretty much assured in view of the weak candidate put up 
against him by New York Democrats. For their gubernatorial can- 
didate the Democrats passed over several more likely contenders 
who might have given Gov. Dewey a hard fight and named a more 
or less obscure member of Congress, Rep. Walter A. Lynch, from 
one of the metropolitan districts. It looks like a setup for Dewey 
to win again.

About the Bosomworths 


The Editors: In “Know Your Georgia” series, 
C. J. Holleran is rendering ea distinct service to 
Georgians. Trust when the series is complete 
it may be available in brochure form. 

Recently this scholar mentioned the Bosom- 
worth claim. It is regrettable that this historian 
was circumscribed by space so that he could not 
enumerate more fully on one of the most ro- 
mB characters in early Georgia colonial his- 


Mary Bosomworth, the Indian half-breed, is 
much better known as Mary Musgrove. She 
was born in old Coweta TOwn on the Ocmulgee 
River, a few miles from the present site of Co- 
lumbus. She was born of an Indian mother. 
Who her father was we do not know, except that 
he was a white man, probably a renegade itin- 
erant trader from the Carolinas. 

When quite young, Mary married John Mus- 
grove, a prosperous, though renegade, Caro- 
linian who had a trading post near Yamacraw 
Bluff. At his death Mary married again, though 
we do not know his name. At the death (or 
disappearance) of her second husband, Mary 
took up with the scoundrel, Rev. Thoma: Bosom- 
worth, chaplain of Oglethorpe’s regiment. 

Mary was a woman of considerable person- 
ality (and property) on whom Oglethorpe de- 
pended largely for his dealings with the Indians. 
It was she that Oglethorpe found with the 90- 
year-old Tomi-chi-chi and she persuaded the old 
chief to allow Oglethorpe to set up his camp. 
When Oglethorpe went to old Coweta Town in 
1739 to sign a peace treaty with the Creeks, he 
took Mary as interpreter. Her services were 
also invaluable to Oglethorpe in enlisting the 
services of the Creeks as allies in the Battle of 
Jenkins Ear. 

Oglethorpe came down with malarial fever 


after his trip to Coweta Town, and Mary nursed. 
him back to health. Tradition has it that he 
was more than passing fond of the comely Mary, 
Mr. Holleran told of the uprising of the Indians 
under Bosomworth and Mary. He did not tell 
that Noble Jones fearlessly met the mob and 
dispersed them. Noble Jones marched out in 
front of the savages and demanded their sur- 
render, promising them a feast if they would 
disperse—which they did. | 

Mr. Holleran told of the claims Mary (set 
forth by Bosomworth) had against the colony, 
but we differ with him that her claims were all 
infamous. The colony was certainly indebted to 
her, which Oglethorpe himself admitted. 

Mary Musgrove (Bosomworth) is one of the 
most colorful, romantic characters in early Geor- 
gia history—what material for a romantic novel! 
We trust Helen Topping Muler or some equally 
gifted writer will undertake her story.

are ready to meet the necessary tax burden to pay for the Korean war and for the 
big military program to meet the threat to our security from Soviet Russia, which 


will call for even more taxes, as President Truman has announced. Our people | 


favor, too, the pay-as-you-go principle which has been adopted. But they believe, likewise, in equal 


sacrifices for all and in taking the profit out of war. In 


recent weeks there has been much lip 


service in Congress to those principles to remind the people of such good intentions, 


Consequently, the failure to recognize them 
in the pending tax bill is becoming apparent to 
the folks back home. 


The tasue is now before the House, which 
fe eapecially restive because all of ita 435 
members are up fer re-election. The un- 
easiness ia indicated by the fact that 101 of 
the 435 members signed a petition, circulated 
by Rep. Walter Huber, Democrat, Ohio, de- 
manding that Congress pass an excess profits 
tax before It recesses. 


The House passed a tax bill before the Ko- 
rean War which largely was designed to reduce 
some excise taxes and make up for the revenue 
lost thereby by closing existing tax loopholes. 
When the Korean War broke out that measure 
was pending in the Senate Finance Committee, 
which proceded to rewrite it almost from scratch 
to provide more taxes instead of cutting taxes, 
imposing increased individual ana corporate 
income taxes 

At that time the committee was urged to 
Include an excess profite tax such as we had in 
both world wars by, among others, Sen. O'Ma- 
honey, Democrat, Wyoming, as well as labor and 
other organizations. That was voted down.

Secondly, Gen. Marshall ie expected te 
pestpene the mevement new far advanced 
in Washington, te recommend that Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley be appeinted supreme 
commander ef the Nerth Atiantie Security 
Forces. Marshall consistently has taken the 
position that the United States should not 
assume the responsibilities of such an itnter- 
national command until the forees avaliable 
were much strenger than they are new. 


Most important, the Marshall-Acheson-Lovett 
team. if it materializes, cannot help but improve 
relations between the Pentagon and the State 
Department. And if unity at last can be estab- 
lished between Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and the Secretary of Defense at lesst some of 
the misgivings ever the feud between Acheson 
and Louis Johnson, outgoing Defense Secretary, 
will be minimized. 

It is difficult to overestimate the lack of con- 
fidence in United States foreign policy caused 
by the differences between Johnson and Acheson. 
They differed over Far Eastern policy for 
months. They differed over the future of Ameri- 
can policy in Formosa, and until very recently, 
in Japan. They differed over the defense budgets 
of the past. And even when Acheson, at the 
start of the Korean wer. did propose sending the 
Seventh Fleet to neutralize Formosa, Johnson 
asserted thet Acheson had opposed this move, 
although others from the Pentagon who attended 
the famous Blair House meetings on the Korean 
decision denied Johnson's version of what hap- 
pened there.

A friend wants te know why we don't give

imple instructions on how to plant, encourage, 
the crops we raise at Yellow River? 
this column has as many city readers as it has 
It appeals, somehow, to people who like to think 
farming, but who do not do any farming. These 
folks want their column to conjure up pleasant thoughts of 
early lives, they want us to discuss sweet living, pets. birds. 
trees, green fields, country food, Aunt Susie, Uncle Will, the old 
mules, the quiet streams. 

We know this is true, for our mail is largely made up of letters 
from these nice people. For years our mail has averaged 30 letters 
a day and from this avalanche we have learned pretty clearly what 
our reeders want and how we can meet this need. 

As for instruction, there is available in

every county a county agent familiar with 


local conditions, a Soil Conservation Service man who will help you 
make a plan of your own farm and the crops you need to grow. 
The experiment stations turn out new information on crops each 
month and these local men keep up with the newer information. 
There are foresters available, also. The vocational agriculture 
teacher in your community is a busy man whose job is to teach, but 
in all cases they are men who are happy to oblige with information 
covering an individual problem. 

There are Government bulletins covering every subject per- 
taining to a farm. The farmer gets more free literature than any 
other citizen. And each of these bulletins is written by an expert 
on the subject. There are farm magazines available with fairly 
complete discussions of farm subjects. 

There are books of all kinds on every farm subject (including 
our own Front Porch Farmer) where the authors have in mind 
the detailed telling of the farm story closest his heart. In his book 


he “tells all,” to the best of his ability. 
Easv To Bore A column or a radio program that merely 
° instructs is soon dismissed by most people. 
Only the enthusiasts stay with it. Instruction is pretty boring, A 
columnist must “talk around” a subject like people talk about the 
weather, if he is to keep his subject alive and his readers constant. 
And yet, notwithstanding what is said above, we do, in this 
eolumn, often violate our own convictions about “instructing” 
readers and we break down and do that very thing. As a matter 
of record, which I have just verified by examining past columns, 
I find that on the subjects of kudzu, fescue, ladino and sericea. we 
have followed the method of the Negro preacher who said. “First 
I tells ‘em what I’m gonna tell ‘em, den I tells ‘em, and den I tells 
‘em what I’se told 'em.” 
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The Japs have been a little puzzled why we 
having so much trouble whipping a country that 
they held in subjection for nearly half a century 
without too much strain—but they are entirely on 
our side so far as the war is concerned. 


As a matter of fact some Japanese fac- 
tories are working full speed turning eut war 
materials that we need and need in a hurry. 
Jap laberers do all the werk in support of 
the great airlift frem Japan inte Kerea 
except actually fiying the planes, and skilled 
Jap technicians are being a big help te us 
in keeping the ships of the fleet operating— 
in providing many goods and services that 
we need and ceuld only provide otherwise 
by the leng slow haul across the Pacific. 


As for sea transport, much of the hauling of 
men and materiel from Japan into Korea is done 
in ships that are both commanded and manned 
by Japanese. When the First Cavairy Division 
went ashore at Pohang, for instance, not only 
the bigger transports but the landing craft were 
handied by Japanese sailors. 

On one of my trips into Korea, I went from 
a port in Southern Japan to Pusan on the Korean 
coast on an LST commanded by a former Lt. 
Commander in the Japanese Navy. 


He had been a destroyer skipper, and in a 
fierce night battle off the Solomons, he had sunk 
two of our destroyers with torpedoes, a feat of 
which he was very proud. He later had his own 
ship blown out of the water by a B-17—a fate

Many kids are actually glad 
to get back to school because the 
lunches are so good, And don't 
think they aren't! In schools 
where weight records are kept, 
many children actually lose 
weight eating at home during the 
summer! 
Anyone whe has seen the 
School Lunch Program sffee- 
tively at work, realizes it is a 
forceful teaching tool. As re- 
search and study have re- 
vealed more clearly the causes, 
extent and effects of poor nu- 
trition and as the school lunch 
has demonstrated its effective- 
ness in helping te overcome 
this problem, it bas gained 
many new supporters, This 
is more than a program to pro- 
vide the child with the right 
foed: it helps to teach him 
why good food habits are im- 
portant. It's a program for 
both the school and the home. 
While the National School 
Lunch Act has no “strings” as 
to curriculum, methods and ma- 
terials of. instruction, children 
are getting many pluses from it. 
Lunchtime becomes funtime. 
Children form their own health 
clubs and make diet surveys. 
They make maps of where food 
is grown, make food models, 
then put together balanced 
menus from them. They plan 
menus, keeping in mind daily 
food needs. They make market 
orders and often actually buy,

prepare and serve one food or a 
simple meal at school. From 
this they learn hygiene and food 
handling, cost records, cooking 
and proper meal service. They 
wash and sterilize dishes and 
learn how to keep down diseases, 


New foods are introduced and 
children learn to eat them while 
studying about them. In one 
class where pupils refused raw 
vegetables at lunchtime, the 
teacher served at midmorning an 
enormous relish bowl. What 
happened? The kids pitched in 
and ate it, all because of the 
special privilege of being al- 
lowed to eat at 10 a.m. That is 
how they learned raw vegetables 
were not bad after all! 


The school lunch is an in- 
tegral part of the school day. 
Jt serves as a laboratory for 
pupils and teachers in actual 
development of health habits. A 
child learns respect for his body 
and the importance of feeding it 
properly. Eating with other 
children is a socializing, equaliz- 

. emotional experience. A 
child fed a good hot lunch is 
more attentive, less of a hbhe- 
havior problem and a better 
student. 


Oddly enough parents too can 
benefit from the School Lunch 
m. Every parent. whose 
chil participates in the lunch 
oe rogram has a real obligation. 
hool efforts to pale boys and 
a establish good food habits 
through the school lunch are not 
; likely to be very successful un- 
less parents understand and ap- 
prove the changes sought. 


Parents should understand the 
school lunch program, how it 
operates, how much it costs, 
what they can do to improve it. 
Mothers should get the school 
menus in advance, then plan 
breakfast and the evening meal 
to balance it. 

Parents should be alert te food 
-habits formed in the lunchroom. 
In the well-supervised schools, 
meaig are served that give chil- 
dren one-third to one-half of 
their daily food needs. Help 
your children to understand 
these values. Point out the ad- 
vantages of these lunches. Be 
interested in school activities 
that encourage better lunchroom 
practice. Set good food exam- 
ples at home, Study nutrition 
with your children.

Georgia Textile Mills

Georgia's textile industry, largest industry in the State, 
was agog Tuesday as the result of a series of eight-cents-an- 
hour wage increases in the textile mills of the Carolinas. 

A similar increase in Georgia—an increase believed to 
be on the way—would result in the addition of nearly $20,- 
000,000 a year to. the State's present annual textile payroll 
of around $250,000,000. Such an increase would directly 
benefit more than 205,000 employees in the textile industry 
of Soon. 

Up to Tuesday night, mw. textile 
mill in Georgia had announced a 


similar wage increase, and L. G. 
Hardman, of Commerce, president 
of the Cotton Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation of Georgia, was unavail- 
sble for comment. However, an- 
other prominent textile man said: 

“The textile milis of Georgia al- 
ways keep in line with the wage 
scale of other sections of the in- 
dustry. The announcements of 
wage increases, if any. will come 
from the executives of the mills 
themselves.” 

Wages in the textile industry in 
Georgia now range from $1.10 to 
$1.12 per hour, which was on a 

r with the wage scale of the 
ndustry, both in the South and in 
New England. An eight-cent-an-. 
hour increase would raise that 
acale in Georgia to between $1.18 
and $1.20 per hour. 

While the new wage increases 
were being announced, Joseph Ja- 
cobs, sputhern director for the 
AFI's United Textile Workers of 
America, said that his union was 
negotiating with textile mills in 
Georgia.
